This year, for the first time, the 
library will be open Monday

6:30 to 9:30. Daytime hours are 
7:30 to 4:00 each school day.

A.S. INSURANCE 
FIRST OF KIND 


“A $1,000 insurance policy goes 
with every associated student body 
card this year,’ stated Dr. John 
Johnson, SAC dean of men, today. 


This is the first time that such 
a program has been offered to 
SAC students. Upon purchase of 
an Associated Students card stu- 
dents are automatically insured to 
a maximum benefit of $1,000 on 
medical expenses, and a $100 on 
dental. 


It covers those accidental bodily 
injuries which are sustained while 
on the school premises én a regu- 
lar school day but only during the 
period beginning one hour before 
school starts and one hour after 
the insured is dismissed from the 
campus. ae 

This policy also covers a stu- 
dent while traveling to and from 
college, or a school sponsored ac- 
tivity providing the vehicle is op- 
erated by a person twenty-one 
years of age or over.
